back after a day's recess. 


Nixon set his nationally 


televised address for 9 p.m. 
EDT. Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler said the speech will 


relate to Cambodia and U. S 
forces in Vietnam. Ziegler said a 
Cambodian request for direct U. 
S. arms aid remains under 
consideration. 


Members of both parties 


joined in protest Wednesday 
after the decision was an- 
nounced first in Saigon, then in 
Washington by the Pentagon, to 
provide advisers, air support 
and other aid for the South 
Vietnamese action. 


Top Senate Democrats, in- 


cluding Sens. Mike Mansfield, 
Edward M. Kennedy, J. W. 
Fulbright, Edmund S. Muskie, 
and George S. McGovern, 
denounced it as a move to widen 
the Vietnam war. 


Senior Republican members 


of

Committee joined in. Sen. 
George D. Aiken of Vermont, a 
veteran GOP leader, cautioned 
the action might have an "ex- 


tremely bad" effect on GOP 
political prospects

The chairmen of House and

Stennis, D-Miss., backed the 
move. But Stennis added he 
opposes massive military aid to 
Cambodia. 


Announcement of the new U. 


S move came during the Senate 


recess and two days after a 
near-unanimous Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee strongly 
opposed both American aid to 
the new Cambodian government 
or help for South Vietnamese 
action against 
Communist 


forces in Cambodia. 


The Pentagon announcement, 


by Asst. Defense Secretary 
Daniel Z. Henkin, said the U. S.

Henkin said enemy sanc- 


tuaries in Cambodia "have 
imposed an increasing threat to 
the security of free world forces 
in South Vietnam." 


The decision also came 10

peace we are seeking."

Under the proposed program 


tfae county would hire one more 
trapper, bringing the total to 
three. The trappers would work 
through the animal control 


office, and the expenses would 
be paid by the county. In ad- 
dition, the county would put up 
$2,000, livestockmen would 
match the money and the money 
would be used for bounties on 
coyoteu. The board decided to 
place a $5 bounty on the 
predators for nine months of the 
year. The bounty would not be in

The cost of living has gone up, 


and so, apparently, has the cost 
of dying. At least that's the way 
it would appear in looking over 
budgets of the past six years for 
Tehama County Coroner and 
Public Administrator. 


In jusi the past six years the 


budget for that county depart- 
ment has soared from $2,068.56 a 
year to $21,865 a year. 


And every one of the budgets 


appears to have legitimate 
cause for each expenditure. 


The rise in costs all started 


back in 1963 when a change in 
state law made it illegal for a 
practicing mortician to act as 
coroner-public administrator in 
California counties.

Except for the cost of two file 


cabinets, a typewriter and table, 
two radios and a camera, 
overhead is still absorbed in a 
private business. But changes in 
the law call for expenditures not 
before required. 


Before, there were not nearly 


as many legalities to be met in 
administration of the office, all 
of which now add to expenses in 
this and other county coroner 
budgets. 


The coroner's salary doesn't 


account for any major part of 
the expense. The Tehama 
County salary scale starts out at 
$114.40 a month and the present 
coroner is now paid, because of 
step increases, $132.43 a month 


The coroner's office also 


employs a half-time secretary 
who earns $368 a month for a 
total salary allocation of $4,580 a 
year. 


The get-rich chances are 


pretty slim in the office of public 
administrator as well. Ac- 
cording to records kept by 
coroner's 
attorney 
Donald 


Webster and audited each year 
along with other county budgets, 
the public administrator 
last 


year made $798.19. In the past 
three months he has made $5.82. 


He is paid on a fee basis for 


distributing estates, which are 
usually valued in the neigh- 
borhood of $75 to $150. 


By far the biggest expense in 


running a coroner's office is the 
cost of autopsies. Back when 
George Hoyt, a local mortician, 
was coroner, the average cost of 
an autopsy was $5 and not many 
were required. It is now, in 
Tehama County, a minimum of 
$100 per case and has run as high 
as $500 for a complicated case. 


As expensive as they are, 


according to present coroner 
Andy Ward, autopsies are 
required by law in most of the 
coroner's cases. It if necessary 
for a physician to determine the

At least that’s the way 
it would appear in looking over 
budgets of the past six years for 
Tehama County Coroner and 
Public Administrator. 
In just the past six years the 
budget for tLat county depart­ 
ment has soared from $2,068.56 a 
year to $21,865 a year. 
And every one of the budgets 
appears to have legitimate 
cause for each expenditure. 
The rise in coats all started 
back in 1963 when a change in 
state law made it illegal for a 
practicing mortician to act as 
coroner-public administrator in 
California counties.

Prior to that time, the coroner 
in Tehama County and many 
other counties as well, was a 
mortician, and much of the cost 
of coroner duties could be ab­ 
sorbed in normal business 
overhead. 
Except for the cost of two file 
cabinets, a typewriter and table, 
two radios and a camera, 
overhead is still absorbed in a 
private business. But changes in 
the law call for expenditures not 
before required. 
Before, there were not nearly 
as many legalities to be met in 
administration of the office, all 
of which now add to expenses in 
this and other county coroner 
budgets. 
The coroner’s salary doesn’t 


account for any major part of 
the expense. The Tehama 
County salary scale starts out at 
$114.40 a month and the present 
coroner is now paid, because of 
step increases, $132.43 a month 
The coroner’s office also 
employs a half-time secretary 
who earns $368 a month for a 
total salary allocation of $4,580 a 
year. 
The get-rich chances are 
pretty slim in the office of public 
adm inistrator as well. Ac­ 
cording to records kept by 
coroner’s attorney 
Donald 
Webster and audited each year 
along with other county budgets, 
the public administrator last 
year made $798.19. In the past 
three months he has made $5.82.

The cost of living has gone up, 
and so, apparently , has the cost 
of dying. At least that’s the way 
it would appear in looking over 
budgets of the past six years for 
Tehama County Coroner and 
Public Administrator. 
In just the past six years the 
budget for (hat county depart­ 
ment has soared from $2,068.56 a 
year to $21,865 a year. 
And every one of the budgets 
appears to have legitim ate 
cause for each expenditure. 
The rise in costs all started 
back in 1963 when a change in 
state law made it illegal for a 
practicing mortician to act as 
coroner-public administrator in 
California counties.

Prior to that time, the coroner 
in Tehama County and many 
other counties as well, was a 
mortician, and much of the cost 
of coroner duties could be ab­

Except for the cost of two file 
cabinets, a typewriter and table, 
two radios and a cam era , 
overhead is still absorbed in a 
private business. But changes in 
the law call for expenditures not 
before required. 
Before, there were not nearly 
as many legalities to be m et in 
administration of the office, all 
of which now add to expenses in 
this and other county coroner 
budgets. 
The coroner’s salary doesn't 


account for any major part of 
the ex p en se . 
The 
Teham a 
County salary scale starts out at 
$114.40 a month and the present 
coroner is now paid, because of 
step increases, $132.43 a month 
The coron er’s office also 
employs a half-time secretary 
who earns $368 a month for a 
total salary allocation of $4,580 a 
year. 
The get-rich ch an ces are 
pretty slim in the office of public 
a d m in istrator as w ell. 
A c­ 
cording 
to 
records 
kept 
by 
coron er's 
attorney 
Donald 
Webster and audited each year 
along with other county budgets, 
the public administrator last 
year m ade $798.19. In the past 
three months he has made $5,82. 


He is paid on a fee basis for 
dis tribu ting este tes, which are 
usually valued in the neigh­ 
borhood of $75 to $150 . 
By far the biggest expense in 
running a coroner’s office is the 
cost of autopsies. Back when 
George Hoyt, a local mortician, 
was coroner, the average cost of 
an autopsy was $5 and not many 
were required. It is now, in 
Tehama County, a minimum of 
$100 per case and has ran as high 
as $500 for a complicated case. 
As expensive as they are, 
according to present coroner 
Andy W ard, 
autopsies 
are 
required by tew in most of the 
coroner’s cases. It is necessary 
for a physician to determine the

Campers Must Pay 
Extra Vehicle Charge 


SACRAMENTO — The State 


Department of Parks and 
Recreation announced that a $1 
charge per night is now in effect 
for each extra motor vehicle 
brought in by a visitor for use in 
a state park campground. The 
charge is in addition to the 
normal campsite fee and will be 
collected at the campground 
entrance station 


Under this system, a camper 


at a Class A campground, for 
example, using a second car or a 
motor scooter would pay the 
regular $3 campsite fee plus an 
additional $1 for the second 
vehicle. 


The action is necessary, the 


department explained, because 
of 
the 
increasing use 
of 


recreational vehicles such as 
dune buggies, motor scooters, 
trail bikes, and four-wheel drive 
vehicles. This has increased the 
problems of enforcement and 
maintenance in state parks. 


The extra charge for these 


additional vehicles will allow the 
parks to exercise better control 
over their use, and will help to 
insure that the users of these 
vehicles pay a more equitable 
share of the cost of maintaining 
park roads and recreation 
areas.

Campers Must Pay 
Extra V ehicle Charge 


SACRAMENTO — The State 
Departm ent of P arks and 
Recreation announced that a $1 
charge per night is now in effect 
for each extra motor vehicle 
brought in by a visitor for use in 
a state park campground. The 
charge is in addition to the 
normal campsite fee and will be' 
collected at the campground 
entrance station. 
Under this, system,, a cam,per 
at a Class A campground, for 
example, using a second car or a 
motor scooter would pay the 
regular $3 campsite fee plus an 
additional $1 for the second 
vehicle. 


The action is necessary, the

Between the idea and the 


reality of education in America 
falls the vast shadow of the 
dropout, the ones who don't 
make it to the American dream. 


For every 100 children who 


start school, about 16 will make 
it through college with an AB 
degree or its equivalent. Some 
25 will drop out before finishing 
high school, according to figures 
from the U. S. Department of 
Commerce. 


In spite of this, said Clayton 


Gregersen, project director for 
the Northern California Small 
High Schools Project, 90 per 
cent of the curriculum in most 
high schools is college oriented 
or state dictated. Only 10 per 
cent is vocational training. 


The result of this, in his view, 


is an education that is largely 
irrelevant to the needs of most 
high 
school 
students. 


"Education must be tied to 
occupational goals, " Gregersen 
said, echoing both federal and 
state reports on education. 
"Schools should emphasize 
ultimate occupational goals 
rather 
than 
college 
ad- 


missions." 


This is far from the case, 


Gregersen has discovered in his 
two year study of small Nor- 
thern 
California 
schools. 


Gregersen surveyed 31 small 
high schools in ten counties, 
including Tehama County, as 
part of the project. His findings, 
he said, would also apply in 
general to the larger high 
schools in this area. 


The first finding of the survey 


was that a substantial portion of 
the students would prefer a 
more vocational, or more 
specific course of study.

Tear Gas Used To

questioned, 69 per cent were in 
general academic or prep 
course programs. When asked 
what they would take if they had 
it to do over again, only 43 per 
cent said they would take 
general education or prep 
courses. 


About 52 per cent of the 


students replied that they 
planned no education beyond 
high school. Some 31 per cent 
said they planned on careers in 
the professional and technical 
occupations, although national 
surveys indicate that only 16 per 
cent of current high school 
students will ever get degrees to 
enter these professions. 


The picture that seems to 


emerge from these statistics is 
that most students don't have a 
realistic picture of what they 
want or what is available to 
them. Gregersen blames this on 
lack of adequate counseling in 
the schools. To his way of 
thinking, counseling should be 
the key department 
in the 


school, the department that tries 
to devise realistic programs to 
meet the aspirations of the 
students in terms of future 
employment. 


Yet, in his survey, less than 


five per cent of the students 
interviewed said they had made 
their career choice from talking 
with teachers or counselors. 
Forty-three per cent said they 
had decided all by themselves. 
Some 59 per cent of the students 
made their career choices 


without ever using occupational 
information services, while 15 
per cent didn't know such ser- 
vices existed. 


About 50 per cent of the 


respondents had never seen or 
used a college catalog, 57 per 
cent had never had an interest 
inventory or aptitude test or 
knew what such tests indicate 
concerning their future. Only 
two to three per cent made it a 
point to dwell on occupational 
services with the assistance of a 
teacher or counselor. 


Two further things compound 


the problem, in Gregersen's 
view. One is that what coun- 
seling and testing is done comes 
too late, usually in the senior 
year of high school. The second 
thing is that most counselors 
don't have much familiarity 
with the job market. Gregersen 
said that most counselors are 
academicians who haven't had 
the direct experience with the 
labor market and most haven't 
had any training to compensate 
for this lack. 


The picture has brightened 


somewhat from the time this 
first survey was conducted, 
Gregersen reported. Curricular 
changes have been made, work 
experience courses increased, 
more contact established bet- 
ween students and counselors, 
more use made of occupational 
information in the schools. 


But the dropout rate in the 31 


schools has decreased only .38 of 
one per cent.

“Education must be tied to 
occupational goals, ” Gregersen 
said, echoing both federal and 
state reports on education.

This is far from the case, 
Gregersen has discovered in his 
two year study of small Nor­ 
thern 
California 
schools. 
Gregersen surveyed 31 small 
high schools in ten counties, 
including Tehama County, as 
part of the project. His findings, 
he said, would also apply in 
general to the larger high 
schools in this area. 
The first finding of the survey 
was that a substantial portion of 
the students would prefer a 
more vocational, 
or m ore 
specific course of study. Of those 


questioned, 69 per cent were in 
general 
academ ic or prep 
course programs. When asked 
what they would take if they had 
it to do over again, only 43 per 
cent said they would take 
general education or prep 
courses.

Between the idea and the 
reality of education in America 
falls the vast shadow of the 
dropout, the ones who don't 
make it to' 'the American dream.. 
For every 100 children who 
start school, about 16 will make 
it through college with an AB 
degree or its equivalent. Some 
25 will drop out. before finishing 
high school, according to figures 
from the U. S Department of 
Commerce. 
In spite of this, said Clayton 
Gregersen, project director for 
the Northern Calif'ornia Small 
High Schools Project, 90 per 
cent of the curriculum in most 
high schools is college oriented 
or state dictated. Only 10 per 
rent, is vocational training. 
The result of this, in his view , 
is an education that is largely 
irrelevant to the needs of most 
high 
school 
students 
"Education must be tied to 
occupational goals, " Gregersen 
said, echoing both federal and 
state reports on education. 
"Schools should emphasize 
ultimate occupational goals 
rather 
than 
college 
ad­ 
missions." 
This is far from the case, 
Gregersen has discovered in his 
two year study of small Nor­ 
thern 
C a 1 if or nia 
sc h ools. 
Gregersen surveyed 31 small 
high schools in ten counties, 
including Tehama County, as 
part of the project. His findings, 
he said, would also apply in 
general to the larger high 
schools in this area. 
The first finding of the survey 
was that a substantial portion of 
the students would prefer a 
more vocational, or more 
specific course of study. Of those

About 52 per cent of the 
students replied that they 
planned no education beyond 
high school Some 31 per cent 
said they planned on careers in 
the professional and technical 
occupations, although national 
surveys indicate that only 16 per 
cent of current high school 
students will ever get degrees to 
enter these professions.

Gregersen blam.es, this on 
lack of adequate counseling in 
the schools 
To his way of 
thinking, counseling should be 
the key department in the 
school, the department that tries 
to devise realistic programs to 
meet the aspirations of the 
students in terms, of future 
employment. 
Yet, in his survey, less than 
five 'per cent of the students 
interviewed said they had made 
their career choice from talking 
with teachers or counselors. 
Forty-three per cent said they 
.had decided all by 'themselves... 
Some 59 per cent of the students 
made their career choices 


without ever using occupational 
information services, while 15 
per cent didn’t know such ser­ 
vices existed 
About 50 per cent of the 
respondents had never teen or 
used a college catalog. 57 per 
cent had never had an interest 
inventory or aptitude test or 
knew what such tests indicate 
concerning their future Only 
two to three per cent made it a 
point to dwell on occupational 
services with the assistance of a, 
teacher or counselor 
Two further things compound 
'the problem, in. Gregersen"s 
view. One is that what coun­ 
seling and testing is done comes 
too late, usually in the senior 
year of high school. The second 
thing is that most counselors 
don’t have much familiarity 
with the job market. Gregersen 
said that most counselors are 
academicians who haven't had 
the direct experience with the 
labor market and most haven’t 
had any training to compensate 
for this lack 
The picture has brightened 
somewhat from the time this 
first survey was conducted, 
Gregersen reported Curricular 
changes have been made, work 
experience courses increased, 
more contact established bet­ 
ween students and counselors, 
more use made of occupational 
information in the schools.

John Spencer of 
Red Bluff, speaking for the 
Lassen Chapter of Trout 
Unlimited, said that the "water 
has strongly altered since 1964 
and I can't understand why 
there has been such a strong 
decline in trout fishing and other 
fishing. I sincerely think fish are 
avoiding the river between Red 
Bluff and Anderson." 


This view about the sharp 


decline in trout fishing was also 
voiced by Frost and some Bend 
residents, including Lud Patton 
who claimed things had gotten 
so bad he's given up fishing for 
three years. 


On the other hand, Larry 


Trumball, 
senior 
sanitary 


engineer for the Water Quality 
Control Board, claimed that 
testing over the past five years 
indicate an increase in the tiny 
organisms trout feed on in the 
river near Kimberly and that 
this produced an excellent en- 
vironment for trout. 


Trumball, with his rolls of 


statistics and colored charts, 
was on the firing line about as 
much 
as 
the 
Kimberly 


spokesman during the evening. 
At one point, the board chair- 
man made the point that 
Trumball worked for the board 
and not for Kimberly. 


Several persons testified 


about discoloration in the water, 
bad odors, and a mysterious 
brown liquid that smelled 


terribly and appeared only 
under cover of darkness. This 
brown goo was said to disappear 
m the morning. 


Trumball replied that his 


studies indicate the foul odor is 
airborne rather than water- 
borne and that the water 
discoloration amounts to only 
five parts per billion and was not 
considered objectionable The 
brown gook was not explained 


During the course of the 


board's hearing, the complexity 
of solving the pollution problem 
m the Sacramento became 
apparent. For one thing, sen- 
timent and opinions do not 
constitute legal proof for the 
board to take action. As John 
VanAssen, a board member 
said: "We haven't been able to 
prove fish damage or water 
damage." 


VanAssen also said that the 


board doesn't have the power to 
correct a lot of things that might 
be desirable and that it doesn't 
really have the staff to monitor 
all the little farms and drainage 
ditches along the Sacramento 
River. 


Charles Carnahan, another 


board member, brought up the 
human element, the private 
individuals who pollute little by 
little coupled with the simple 
fact of population growth. He 
also doubted that people were 
willing to pay the tremendous 
cost to stop water pollution 
completely. And, as VanAssen 
interjected, "the majority of 
sewer bonds don't pass." 
Carnahan wondered whether a 
pollution-free river was even 
attainable. 


And to tht, with nods of assent 


from the fishermen and river 
dwellers, attorney Dan Frost 
replied: "We can't afford to 
continue the present course."

On the other hand, Larry 
Trumball, 
senior 
sanitary 
engineer for the Water Quality 
Control Board, claimed that 
testing over the past five years 
indicate an increase in the tiny 
organisms trout feed on in the 
river near Kimberly and that 
this produced an excellent en­ 
vironment for trout. 
Trumball, with his rolls of 
statistics and colored charts, 
was on the firing line about as 
much 
as 
the 
Kimberly 
spokesman during the evening. 
At one point, the board chair­ 
man m ade the point that 
Trumball worked for the board 
and not for Kimberly. 
Several 
persons 
testified 
about discoloration in the water, 
bad odors, and a mysterious 
brown liquid that smelled 


lerribiy and appeared only 
under cover of darkness. This 
brown goo was said to disappear 
in the morning. 
Trumball replied that his 
studies indicate the fn:* odor is 
airborne rather loan v/ater- 
bome and that the water 
discoloration amounts to only 
five parts per billion and was not 
considered objectionable. The 
brown gook was not explained. 
During the course of the 
w ard’s hearing, the complexity 
of solving the pollution problem 
in the Sacramento became 
apparent. For one thing, sen­ 
timent and opinions do not 
constitute legal proof for the 
board to take action. As John 
VanAssen, a board member, 
Mid: “We haven’t been able to 
prove fish damage or water 
damage.” 
VanAssen also said that the 
board doesn’t have the power to 
correct a lot of things that might 
be desirable and that it doesn’t 
really have the staff to monitor 
all the little farms and drainage 
ditches along the Sacramento 
River. 
Charles Carnahan, 
another 
board member, brought up the 
human element, 
the private 
individuals who pollute little by 
little coupled with the simple 
fact of population growth. He 
also doubted that people were 
willing to pay the tremendous 
cost to stop water pollution 
completely.

One of our readers, Mrs. Selva Clemow of Fisher Road, sent us 


a newspaper clipping with the remark: "I am just about to ex- 
plode." The clipping was a dispatch from Washington reporting 
that the U.S. Senate had passed, 38 to 28, a bill to finance two-week 
tours of the Soviet Union for 1,000 congressmen, governors, mayors 
and state legislators during the next five years, and encouraging 
the Soviet Union to reciprocate. Senator Mike Gravel of Alaska 
was quoted as saying: "This is one humble, small step toward 
creating some understanding." But Senator John J Williams of 
Delaware said a trip to Washington for the mayors and governors 
"to see how hard it is to raise this money might do more good than 
sending them to Russia." 


"We have a lot of straightening out to do right here in our own 


country," Mrs. Clemow declared. Further, she took the stand that 
the officials should pay for their own tripn. "They raised their 
salaries big enough," she declared. 


Mrs. Clemow is right on both scores 
There is a lot of 


straightening out to do in this country, and though travel in the 
Soviet Union might be beneficial, officials bent on study and not on 
entertainment should be able to pay their own way. In fact, it 
would seem to be better that our traveling officials should be 
traveling on their own. Government-paid junkets might take on the 
appearance of official visits and lead to complications in in- 
ternational relations. 


"I think it is time the people write their senators in protest of 


this. I am tired of paying for their lavish trips," Mrs. Clemow 
declared. That seems like a good idea, though perhaps the protest 
ought to be extended to a lot more massive expenditures of the 
people's money. Understanding among the peoples of the world 
certainly ought to be promoted. But sending some fun-seeking 
officials abroad at public expense hardly seems like the most ex- 
peditious way to accomplish it.

millions of Americans no longer 
trust the official 
statements 


about events in Southeast Asia. 
This column has been deluged 
with inquiries, for example, 
pleading for the truth about 
Cambodia. 


Many Americans apparently 


suspect that the U. S. secretly 
engineered overthrow of left- 
leaning 
Prince 
Norodom 


Sihanouk and precipitated the 
Cambodian crisis. This column 
has carefully investigated the 
backstage activities and can 
state categorically that the U. S. 
played no part in Sihanouk's 
outser. 


President Nixon not only 


hoped to keep Cambodia neutral 
but was pleased to deal with 
Sihanouk. At the time of his 
downfall, ironically, he was 
appealing to Moscow 
and 


Peking to bring pressure on 
Hanoi to pull North Vietnamese 
troops out of Cambodia. 


QUEEN MOTHER'S ROLE 


His mother, Queen Sisowath 


Kossomak, at first hailed the 
anti-Communist demonstrations 
in Cambodia. Not until her son 
reached her from Peking to 
warn that the demonstrations 
had gone too far did she reverse 
herself. 


Then she played a backstage 


role 
in 
precipitating the 


showdown in the National 
Assembly. In secret meetings 
with Cambodian leaders, the 
Queen Mother expressed her 
displeasure over the demon- 
strations, accused those who 
opposed her son of treason, and 
called for a vote of confidence in 
Sihanouk. 


The Assembly, instead, voted 


Sihanouk out of power. The new 
leaders strived at first to 
maintain Cambodian neutrality 
and even delivered two protests 
to the U. S. embassy over 
American 
shelling 
and 


helicopter incursions across the 
border. 


At this time, there were only 


11 people on the embassy staff. 
No other U. S. officials, CIA 
agents or special forces were 
present in Cambodia. The 
embassy staff nas now been 
expanded to 16. Four of the 
newcomers were sent on tem- 
porary duty to improve the vital 
communications 
between 


Pnompenh and Washington. 


Ever 
since 
diplomatic 


relations with Cambodia were 
restored last July, the embassy 
has been instructed to keep a 
low profile and not to meddle in 
Cambodian affairs. 


CALLED ON CARPET 


Uneasy Interior officials were 


summoned to Capitol Hill the 
other day to explain why the 
Interior Department's top brass 
spent $117,023 of the taxpayers' 
money to redecorate their 
executive suites. They appeared 
behind closed doors of the House 
Interior Appropriations Sub- 
committee to answer charges by 


this column that Secretary of the 
Interior Walter Hickel and other 
high officials splurged on ex- 
pensive furniture, rich drapery 
and thick russet carpets in 
violation of the law. 


Chairwoman Julia Hansen, D- 


Wash., whose motherly look 
hides a steel-trap mind, first 
called Assistant Secretary 
Lawrence Dunn on the carpet. 


"We are not exactly happy. It 


is not good for government, 
period!" she informed Dunn, 
who squirmed and looked to 
Budget Director Richard Hite 
for help. 


"We just did not see the need 


to bring this nuitter to the 
committee's attention," Hite 
said lamely. 


But Mrs. Hansen counts out 


the public's pennies as if they 
were a grade schooler's milk 
money. She commented acidly: 


"When you get down to putting 


funds for the pit toilets at Fort 
Union Trading Post in reserve 
because of the precarious 
(financial) position of the 
government, then it certainly 
looks like other projects should 
be curtailed." 


•EMERGENCY' 
LUXURIES 


Dunn tried to argue that they 


had not violated the law, which 
permits 
"emergency" ex- 


penditures without the usual 
safeguards. There was an 
"emergency" need, he claimed, 
to replace the furnishings they 
inherited from the Democrats. 
This had seemed quite plush 
enough to Mrs. Hansen who 
intoned coldly: 


"Have you established any 


cost ceilings on funds that may 
be spent for refurbishing an 
office?" 


"No ma'am, we have not," 


sighed Hite. 


"Didn't the Bureau of the 


Budget insist on this?" she 
demanded. 


"The direct answer is 'no,' " 


replied Hite. 
"I don't like your kind of 
budget then," she snapped. "If 
you 
come 
up here 
with 


justifications that mean one 
thing to one person and another 
thing to someone else, we have a 
bad situation. This committee 
might just as well sit out in the 
middle cf the Chesapeake and 
flag rowboats as hold budget 
hearings." 


The Interior officials tried to 


convince the chairwoman that a 
Hickel crony from Seattle, who 
redecorated Hickel's office, had 
not been illegally hired, because 
he was in a 
"professional" 


category that heretofore had 
been reserved for physicians 
and attorneys. But Mrs. Hansen 
cut into their shimmying. 


At the end, they conceded that 


their effort to cover up juggled 
purchase orders was "erroneous 
and ill-advised" and that they 
failed to get the General Ser- 
vices Administration clearances 
required by law. 


"This is what gets you into 


trouble," lectured Mrs. Hansen 
"It is the devious devices." 


"Right," agreed Dunn,

Capitulation To Mob 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 


Mr Kingman Brewster, the 


president of Yale University, is 
a prime example of what the 
mob can do to the leader. There 
he was. president of a large 
university whose militants 
adopt the position that the im- 
pending trial of Bobby Seale and 
other Black Panthers for the 
murder of ex-Panther Alex 
Rackley is an act of political 
peisecution. One would think 
that every student at Yale was 
an expert on the circumstances 
that most indisputably led to 
the killing of Alex Rackley: but 
no, what comes out of Yaie has 
beer, pure declamation, the 
height 
of which 
was 
the 


Reverend 
William 
Sloane 


Coffin's dictum that the trial of 
Bobby Seale was 
"legally 


correct but morally incorrect;' 
and if after he said that, the 
Reverend Coffin left the stage 
with an inscrutable look on his 
face, it was because neither he, 
nor anyone else, could un- 
derstand what he was talking 
about. Assuming that he isn't 
taking the position that the 
murder of Alex Rackley was 
morally correct. 


But Mr. Brewster isn't sup- 


posed to talk like one of the 
confused divines who =o often 
swamp our issues in confusion 
He used to be a professor of law. 
Consider the statements he 
made beginning on the first day 
or two of the student turmoil, 
and that which he made at the 
culmination of the week's ac- 
tivities. The progression was 
like that of Marshal Petain, only 
it took Petain 24 years lo go from 
"Us ne passeront pas'1 at 
Verdun, to serving as Quisling 
for the Germans in 1941 Mr. 
Brewster began the week by 
issuing a statement that in- 
cluded the words: "The essence 
of justice and goodwill is that 
people should give one another 
the benefit of a doubt.. . It would 
not be proper to assume that 
justice cannot be dispensed by 
the courts of this state " 


That was a clear reproach to 


those student agitators who 
were demanding that we all 
accept the proposition that the 
prosecutors, the Grand Jury, 
and the presiding judge who 
have coordinated to indict 
Bobby Seale and the others, 
have done so m a spirit of 
genocidal 
vengeance. 
The 


reasonable alternative is that 
they believe that there \> suf- 


ticient evidence pointing to 
Bobby Scale's guilt to present to 
a jury — that's all. And on the 
second matter, Mr. Brewster 
was saying that by the same 
token it is improper to assume 
that a jury in Connecticut would 
hand down a verdict of guilty 
against Bobby Seale even if the 
evidence pointed to his in- 
nocence, or if it sustained 
reasonable doubts concerning 
his guilt. 


Then, after much student 


pressure and presumably on 
account of it, a brand new 
Kingman Brewster 
emerges, 


sounding for all the world like 
the last days of Alexander 
Kerenski. He says, wooing the 
cheers of the ir.ob, "I personally 
want to say that 1 am appalled 
and ashamed that things should 
have come to such a pass that I 
am skeptical of the ability of 
black revolutionaries to achieve 
a fair trial anywhere in the 
United States. In large part the 
atmosphere has been created by 
police action and prosecution 
against the Panthers in many 
parts of the country." 


Now that is exactly what the 


kids wanted to hear: precisely 
the categorical prejudgment 
that only a few days earlier the 
same gentleman was denoun- 
cing. 


As to the facts of the matter, 


the unintimiriated Biowster was 
right, the intimidatec Brewster 
wrong. The most conspicuous 
Panther trial thus far was the 
murder trial of Huey Newton in 
California two years tgo Such 
pressure as there was, on the 
courtroom was not to hang 
Newton, but to free Newton. The 
jury turned in a second degree 
murder conviction, when in fact 
first degree was eminently 
justified. For all that Mr. 
Brewster makes it sound like a 
rsign of terror, there hasn't been 
a single federal conviction of a 
Black Panther. 


And finally asked yourself 


this. if you were called to serve, 
on the jury of the forthcoming 
trial of Bobby Seale, where 
would you expect to feel 
pressures on you? From New 
Haven's Ku Klux Klan? Or — 
more likely — from the New 
Haven Establishment, which 
now makes common cause with 
the black revolutionaries in 
insisting that you, the juror, 
cannot act fairly because of the 
legacy of racial discrimination?

long with the permissiveness of 
our legislators is indeed a black 
mark against our democratic 
society.

One of our readers. Mrs. Selva Clemow of Fisher Road, sent us 
a newspaper clipping with the rem ark: 
“ I am just about to ex­ 
plode.” The clipping was a dispatch from Washington reporting 
that the U.S. Senate had passed, 38 to 28, a bill to finance two-week 
tours of the Soviet Union for l,GCC congressmen, governors, mayors 
and state legislators during the next five years, and encouraging 
the Soviet Union to reciprocate 
Senator Mike Gravel of Alaska 
was quoted as saying: “This is one humble, small step toward 
creating some understanding.” But Senator John J. Williams of 
D elaw are said a trip to Washington for the mayors and governors 
“ to see how hard it is to raise this money might do more good than 
sending them to Russia.” 


“We have a lot of straightening out to do right here in our own 
country,” Mrs. Clemow declared. Further, she took the stand that 
the officials should pay for their own trips 
“They raised their 
salaries big enough.” she declared. 


Mrs. Clemow is right on both scores. 
There is a lot of 
straightening out to do in this country, and though travel in the 
Soviet Union might be beneficial, officials bent on study and not on 
entertainm ent should be able to pay their own way. In fact, it 
would seem to be better that our traveling officials should be 
traveling on their own. Government-paid junkets might take on the 
appearance of official visits and lead to complications in in­ 
ternational relations 


“ I think it is time the people write their senators in protest of 
this. I am tired of paying for their lavish trips,” Mrs. Clemow 
declared. That seems like a good idea, though perhaps the protest 
ought to be extended to a lot more massive expenditures of the 
people’s money. Understanding among the peoples of the world 
certainly ought to be promoted. But sending some fun-seeking 
officials abroad at public expense hardly seems like the most ex­ 
peditious way to accomplish it.

Many Americans apparently 
suspect that the U. S. secretly 
engineered overthrow of left- 
leaning 
P rince 
Norodom 
Sihanouk and precipitated the 
Cambodian crisis. This column 
has carefully investigated the 
backstage activities and can 
state categorically that the U. S. 
played no part in Sihanouk's 
outser 
P resident Nixon not only 
hoped to keep Cambodia neutral 
but was pleased to deal with 
Sihanouk 
At the time of his 
downfall, 
ironically, 
he was 
appealing 
to 
Moscow 
and 
Peking to bring pressure on 
Hanoi to pull North Vietnamese 
troops out of Cambodia. 


QUEEN MOTHER S ROLE 
His mother, Queen Sisowath 
Kossomak. at first hailed the 
anti-Communist demonstrations 
in Cambodia Not until her son 
reached her from Peking to 
warn that the demonstrations 
had gone too far did she reverse 
herself. 
Then she played a backstage 
role 
in 
precipitating 
the 
showdown in 
the 
National 
Assembly. In secret meetings 
with Cambodian leaders, the 
Queen Mother expressed her 
displeasure over the demon­ 
strations, accused those who 
opposed her son of treason, and 
called for a vote of confidence in 
Sihanouk. 
The Assembly, instead, voted 
Sihanouk out of power. The new 
leaders strived at first to 
maintain Cambodian neutrality 
and even delivered two protests 
to the U. S. embassy over 
Am erican 
shelling 
and 
helicopter incursions across the 
border 
At this time, there were only 
11 people on the embassy staff. 
No other U. S. officials, CIA 
agents or special forces were 
present in Cambodia. The 
embassy staff has now been 
expanded to 16. Four of the 
newcomers were sent on tem­ 
porary duty to improve the vital 
c o m m u n ic a tio n s 
betw een 
Pnompenh and Washington. 
E ver 
since 
diplom atic 
relations with Cambodia were 
restored last July, the embassy 
has been instructed to keep a 
low profile and not to meddle in 
Cambodian affairs. 


CALLED ON CARPET 
Uneasy Interior officials were 
summoned to Capitol Hill the 
other day to explain why the 
Interior Department’s top brass 
spent $117,023 of the taxpayers’ 
money to redecorate their 
executive suites. They appeared 
behind closed doc rs of the House 
Interior A ppropriations Sub­ 
committee to ans wer charges by 


this column that Secretary of the 
Interior Walter Hickel and other 
high officials splurged on ex­ 
pensive furniture, rich drapery 
and thick russet carpets in 
violation of the law. 
Chairwoman Julia Hansen, D- 
Wash., whose motherly look 
hides a steel-trap mind, first

Secretary 
Lawrence Dunn on the carpet. 
“We are not exactly happy. It 
is not good for government, 
period!” she informed Dunn, 
who squirmed and looked to 
Budget Director Richard Hite 
for help. 
"We just did not see the need 
to bring this m atter to the 
com m ittee’s a tten tio n ,” Hite 
said lamely. 
But Mrs. Hansen counts out 
the public’s pennies as if they 
were a grade schooler’s milk 
money. She commented acidly: 
“When you get down to putting 
funds for the pit toilets at Fort 
Union Trading Poet in reserve 
because of 
the 
precarious 
(financial) 
position of 
the 
government, then it certainly 
looks like other projects should 
be curtailed.”

Dunn tried to argue that they 
had not violated the law, which 
perm its 
“ em ergency” 
e x ­ 
penditures without the usual 
safeguards. 
T here was an 
“emergency” need, he claimed, 
to replace the furnishings they 
inherited from the Democrats. 
This had seemed quite plush 
enough to Mrs. Hansen who 
intoned coldly; 
“Have you established any 
cost ceilings on funds that may 
be spent for refurbishing an 
office?” 
“No m a’am, we have not,” 
sighed Hite. 
“Didn’t the Bureau of the 
Budget insist on this?” she 
demanded. 
“The direct answer is ‘no,’ ” 
replied Hite. 
“I don’t like your kind of 
budget then,” she snapped. “ If 
you 
com e 
up 
here 
w ith 
justifications that mean one 
thing to one person and another 
thing to someone else, we have a 
bad situation. This committee 
might just as well sit out in the 
middle of the Chesapeake and 
flag rowboats as hold budget 
hearings.” 
The Interior officials tried to 
convince the chairwoman that a 
Hickei crony from Seattle, who 
redecorated Hickel’s office, had 
not been illegally hired, because 
he was in a 
“professional” 
category that heretofore had 
been reserved for physicians 
and attorneys. But Mrs Hansen 
cut into their shimmying. 
At the end, they conceded that 
their effort to cover up juggled 
purchase orders was “erroneous 
and ill-advised” and that they 
failed to get the General Ser­ 
vices Administration clearances 
required by law. 
“This is what gets you into 
trouble,” lectured Mrs. Hans in. 
“ It is the devious devices.” 
“Right,” agreed Dunn.

Mr, Kingman Brewster, the 
president of Yale University, is 
a prime example of what the 
mob can do to the leader. There 
he was, president of a large 
university 
w hose 
m ilitan ts 
adopt the position that the im 
pending trial of Bobby Seale and 
other Black Panthers for the 
m urder of ex-P anther Alex 
Rackley is an act of political 
persecution, One would think 
that every student at Yale was 
an expert on the circum stances 
that most indisputably led to 
the killing of Alex Rackley: but 
no, what comes out of Yale has 
been pure declam ation, the 
height 
of 
which 
was 
the 
R everend 
W illiam 
Sloane 
Coffin’s dictum that the trial of 
Bobby Seale was 
“ legally 
correct but m orally incorrect;” 
and if after he said that, the 
Reverend Coffin left the stage 
with an inscrutable look on his 
face, it was because neither he, 
nor anyone 
else, 
could 
un­ 
derstand what he was talking 
about Assuming that he isn’t 
taking the position that the 
m urder of Alex Rackley was 
morally correct. 
But Mr Brewster isn’t sup­ 
posed to talk like one of the 
contused divines who so often 
swamp our issues in confusion. 
He used to be a professor of law. 
C onsider the statem en ts he 
made beginning on the first day 
or two of the student turmoil, 
and that which hi? made at the 
culmination of the week’s ac­ 
tivities. The progression was 
like that of M arshal Petain, only 
it took Petain 24 years to go from 
“ Ils ne p asseront p as” a t 
Verdun, to serving as Quisling 
for the G erm ans in 1941. Mr. 
Brewster began the week by 
issuing a statem ent that in­ 
cluded the words: “The essence 
of justice and goodwill is that 
people should give one another 
the benefit of a doubt... It would 
not be proper to assume that 
justice cannot be dispensed by 
the courts of this state.” 
That was a clear reproach to 
those student 
agitators 
who 
were demanding that we all 
accept the proposition that the 
prosecutors, the Grand Jury, 
and the presiding judge who 
have coordinated to indict 
Bobby Seale and the others, 
have done so in a spirit of 
genocidal 
vengeance. 
The 
reasonable alternative is that 
they believe that there is suf­ 


ficient evidence pointing to 
Bobby Seale’s guilt to present to 
a jury — th at’s all. And on the 
second m atter, Mr. Brewster 
was saying that by the sam e 
token it is improper to assum e 
that a jury in Connecticut would 
hand down a verdict of guilty 
against Bobby Seale even if the 
evidence 
pointed to 
his 
in­ 
nocence, or if it sustained 
reasonable doubts concerning 
his guilt. 
Then, 
after 
much 
student 
pressure and presumably on 
account of it, a brand new 
Kingman 
Brewster emerges, 
sounding for all the world like 
the last 
days of Alexander 
Kerenski. He says, wooing the 
cheers of the mob, "I personally 
want to say that I am appalled 
and asham ed that things should 
have come to such a pass that I 
am skeptical of the ability of 
black revolutionaries to achieve 
a fair trial anywhere in the 
United States In large part the 
atmosphere has been created by 
police action and prosecution 
against the Panthers in many 
parts of the country.” 
Now that is exactly what the 
kids wanted to hear: precisely 
the categ o rical prejudgm ent 
that only a few days earlier the 
same gentlem an was denoun­ 
cing. 
As to the facts of the m atter, 
the unintimidated Brewster was 
right, the intimidated Brewster 
wrong. The most conspicuous 
Panther trial thus far was the 
murder trial of Huey Newton in 
California two years ago. Such 
pressure as there was on the 
courtroom was not to hang 
Newton, but to free Newton. The 
jury turned in a second degree 
murder conviction, when in fact 
first degree was em inently 
justified. F or all th at M r. 
Brewster makes it sound like a 
reign of terror, there hasn’t been 
a single federal conviction of a 
Black Panther. 


And finally asked yourself 
this: if you were called to serv e, 
on the jury of the forthcoming 
trial of Bobby Seale, where 
would 
you 
expect 
to 
feel 
pressures on you? From New 
Haven’s Ku Klux Klan? Or — 
more likely — from the New 
Haven E stablishm ent, which 
now m akes common cause with 
the black 
revolutionaries 
in 
insisting that you, the juror, 
cannot act fairly because of the 
legacy of racial discrimination? 


Dear Ann Landers: Here’s a 
message for 
“ Had It,” 
the 
mother of a teen-age Cop-Out. 
“Keep yourself clean. Respect 
older people. Accept respon­ 
sibility. The world doesn’t owe 
you anything. Get moving. Make 
a contribution.” These are the 
same rules I was raised by and 
I’m 16 — a m em ber of your son’s 
generation. A pparently you 
believe all teen-agers are alike. 
You are mistaken. 
It’s obvious from your letter 
that you and your husband have 
given 
your son 
too 
m uch 
freedom and too m uch 
of 
everything You probably feel 
guilty because you have let him 
walk all over you. You also let 
him mouth off and be obnoxious 
You say your son has been 
kicked out of two schools for 
smoking 
m arijuana 
but 
you 
would send him to a third school 
if he can get in someplace. Why? 
I’ll bet he wouldn’t have been 
out for smoking m arijuana if it 
was his own money going down 
the drain. Why make the sam e 
mistake a third time? 
Quit asking yourself where 
you failed and start to m ake 
some demands on that spoiled 
son. Don’t let him give you that 
old line about inheriting a lousy 
world. 
Y our 
generation 
inherited a lousy world, too. It’s 
what we do with that lousy world 
that counts. Smoking m arijuana 
won’t help. 
Lay down the law to your son, 
which is what you should have 
done years ago. If he rebels, 
kick him out. I know you love 
him, but maybe being forced to 
make his own way in this world 
will make a man out of him.

If after 
further consideration by a 
surgeon this is necessary, then 
1 would suggest that you fol­ 
low nis advice. Don’t wait 
until a complication arises. In 
many instances, antispasmodic 
drugs, frequent small meals, 
adequate rest, sensible diet 
and no alcohol can keep this 
condition well in hand. It is 
only w h e n a complication 
arises that surgery 'becomes 
imperative .and urgent. In 
most instances, the operation 
is an elective one which means 
that you can pick your own 
time for surgery. 
Would you give me the 
name of an excellent plastic 
surgeon, one 'who lb a spe­ 
cialist in cosmetic surgery of 
the nose? 

Pennsylvania 
Dear Mias G,: I 'would do 
you a great Injustice if I were

There Is only 
one way, and that is to dis­ 
cuss the problem with your 
own family physician and then 
he will make the choice for 
you. Undoubtedly he has re­ 
ferred many patients to plas­ 
tic surgeons on his hospital 
staff, and therefore, is in the 
best position to direct you. 
Only in this way can you have 
the advantage of an. excellent 
surgeon and the sustained re­ 
lationship between you and 
your own doctor. And that’s a 
valuable health 'possession.
